A quart tin can Is used, in the bot- 


tom of which, centrally, Is cut a round 
hole just large enough for the flash- 
light to enter. Cher the open top end 
of the* can is stretched tightly a piece 
of felt cut from an old felt hat. 
In 


the center of that felt piece is cut a 
one and one-fourth inch hole. 
This 


Is the egg hole. 


Tor the base an inch board several 


inches wider and longer than the tin 
can is obtained, and the tin can fas- 
tened to this with two pieces of light 
wire, as shown. Parallel with the bot- 
tom end of the can, fin inch board as 
high as the center of the hole is at- 
tached crossmiys, and a slot cut in it 
where the flashlight, placed through 
the can hole to within an Inch of the 
felt end, can rest.

POTATOES AS CHICKEN FEED 


Fed to Best Advantage When Boiled 


or Steamed—Should Be Supplied 


In Limited Quantities. 


Potatoes shoujd be boiled or steamed 


before being fed to fowls and are fed 
to best j^antage when mixed with 
mnsli 
Since potatoes are quite fat- 


tening, they should be fed in limited 
quantities, preferably to laying hens j 
or growing chickens, find should be 
used in connection with other feeds. 
One hundred hens will consume about 
ten pounds of cooked po'tatoes daily, 
and these potatoes can be used to re- 
place cornmeal In the poultry mash. 
If so used, an equal weight of pota- 
toes and mash may be mixed together. 
A lading mash for this purpoge may 
be made of: One part meat scrap, one 
part middlings, two parts bian, and 
four parts potatoes, by weight.—Ex-

lish n policy as to the extent to which 
the federal government should take 
jurisdiction. 


"This is peculiarly true of offenses 


arising under the federal reserve act, 
the narcotic act, the Volstead act and 
the postal frauds act There has been 
an effort on the part of the division 
during this fiscal year to have the 
United States attorneys and the state 
prosecuting attorneys meet from time 
to time for the purpose of co-opera- 
tion.

Half the enjoyment of owning a car 


comes from tlie fact that it has a good 
appearance. It may run well and ride 
very comfortably, but it is an eyesore 
nnd .a heart-break if it looks dirty, 
'paint Is cracked or varnish Is dull and 
liisterless. How different the car which 
'shines in the splendor of a perfect com 
of paint and varnish, even If there are 
minor defects, known only to tlie own- 
er or the expert. 


It takes'time to do a good Job of re- 


moving paint and varnish on an auto- 
mobile, and the new coat should have 
plenty of time to dry and harden. For 
this reason a good time to do this work 
is In winter, especially in those cases 
where cars are put 1n the garnge nnd 
laid up for the winter. The owner w!!l 
then be ready to drive out In good 
style on the first nice spring duy. 
."If the owner Is not so particular 
about an exceptionally high class Job 
of painting, he can clean the car thor- 
oughly and paint it himself nt much 
less expense than he can hire It done. 


• Two Thingi Necessary. 


Two of the things necessary in mak- 


ing a smooth-looking paint Job are the 
following: 


First—All pnrts to be painted must 


be 
thoroughly 
wnshed 
and 
then 


smoothed off! by sundpnper or steel 
•wool, and all of the dust brushed or 
rubbed oft. 


Second—The car must be placed In 


a fairly warm room where there Is no 
dust, as a little dust on the paint be- 
fore It is dry will spoil the looks of 
any paint job. 


If the paint is not worn off, but Is 


merely somewhai checked and dulled, ! 
it may be preserved by applying a cont 
of good varnish, ranking sure that the 
ctr is first thoroughly wnshed, dried 
and then smoothed off with fine sand- 
paper. If the paint has worn entirely 
through In spots nnd the metal parts 
are'beginning to rust, the only way to 
preserve these parts Jind keep them 
from becoming spoiled entirely is to 
have the car thoroughly cleaned and 
painted. 


• 
Keep Down Rust. 


: In case the paint on the car is fairly 
good, but rusty spots show In various 
places, then b.\ touching these up with 
new paint of the same color you ^ill 
find 'the looks of the car greatly Im- 
proved and further rusting prevented 
at the expense of very little time and 
money. 


The top and side curtains should also 


be taken care of at this time. First 
clean the top thoroughly. 
Sonp nnd 


•water is probably as good as anything. 
Then, after the top is thoroughly dry. 
give It a coat of good top dressing. 
•which can be bought at any accessory 
store, and this will not only preserve i 
the top end help to keep it from leak- 


Battery Tips. 


Cover the plntes with watar. 
Turn on the lights when the 


battery becomes hot. 


Tost the battery every twh 


weeks with a hydrometer. 


Always be sure to have suffi- 


cient pure distilled water in 
the battery. 


When lining the battery, wipe 


the surface clean of "moisture 
and dust.

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CHINA HAS OLDEST JOURNAL 


Peking Newspaper Ha* Been in Ex- 
* istence for Something More Thin 


Ten Centuries. 


The oldest newspaper In the world 


is the King-Pan, or "Capital Sheet," 
published in Peking. China. It first 
waslprinted in the year 911 A. D., but 
for many years has been issued only 
at 
irregular intervals. Since 
1351, 


however, it has been published weekly 
and in uniform size. 


During the present century and per- 


haps longer, the paper has been re- 
leased about noon. Until 1882, it con- 
fined its news to council and court 
neus. Since then It has been Issued 
in new form and on a new plan. 


The King-Pan is printed on yellow 


paper. It sells for 2 kesh, something 
less than a cent. Three editions are 
printed dally. 


All issues of the King-Pan are edited 


by six members of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences. They are appointed 
by the Chinese government. The total 
number of daily copies Is from 13,000 
to 34,000.
